This past Wednesday, the eleventh annual Un- 
dergraduate Research and Arts Celebration, or 
URAC, was held here at Westminster College. 
What started out in 2005 as a very small event 
with around 30 presenters, according to URAC 
facilitator Dr. Patrick Krantz, has truly blossomed 
into a campus-wide event. This year, there was 
over 300 participants in URAC, spanning from 
first years to faculty, and included every possible 
academic discipline. 

Many students, faculty and even Board of Trustees 
members look forward to this event every year, 
because it truly shows what a remarkable campus 
we are and how extraordinary out students are. 
“What I love mot about URAC us that it brings 
everyone’s passions into one event, and can cel- 
ebrate each other’s success. I also think you can 
learn a lot about someone when they put a major- 
ity of their time and energy into one particular 
project,” said Lindsay Schich, a senior communi- 
cations major. 

Throughout their four years at Westminster, it is 
almost guaranteed that every student will present 
some sort of research at URAC. Most students will 
present their senior capstone as either a poster or 
a short lecture. This often sets Westminster stu- 
dents ahead because they already have experience 
with research and presentation. 

“URAC is a great opportunity to showcase the 
many talents and projects that the students at 
Westminster have been working incredibly hard 
on. It’s also an awesome platform to practice pub- 
lic speaking while being exposed to various top- 
ics? said Alyssa Malachin, a senior biology major. 
Many students, especially first years, are required 
to go to some presentations throughout the day, 
but most students here at Westminster go anyways 
to support their friends, classmates and just to 
learn. One aspect of URAC that is interesting is 
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URAC 2016 in Review 


interdisciplinary research. 

“My partner Ashlyn Brown and I were so lucky to 

be able to combine our education and neuroscience 
backgrounds to research a topic that hasn't really been 
looked at before. It was such a rewarding experience to 
have as only an undergraduate student; said Melissa 
Egan, a junior early childhood and special education 
major. 

The honors program is also well represented in URAC, 
especially because the seniors had just completely their 
honors defense. 

“Being a member of the Honors program enabled me 
to present and participate in this wonderful celebra- 
tion of undergraduate research. I would never have 
known about this program in Peru, let alone conducted 
two research projects in a foreign country,’ said Ashlyn 
Brown, a junior neuroscience major. 

In the morning this year, there were three poster ses- 
sions, each with over twenty poster presenters in each 
session. This makes it very easy for people to see a large 
amount of reacearch that is all vastly different. In the 
afternoon, students gave 15 minute overviews of their 
research with the assistance of Power Points and other 
visual aids. Both give people great opportunirtues to see 
reseach that they would not normally and expand their 
horizons. It also opens up the researchers for questions 
and dialogue from students and factuly that they may 
not normally encounter. 

“I was able to get a lot of feedback on my project in 
order to further my research and to make me a better 
scientist and student,” said Christina Robb, a sopho- 
more chemistry major. 

URAC can seem overwhelming to students at first, but 
the feedback from the majority of students is that they 
thoroughly enjoy the experience and the knowledge 
that they gain from it. 

“Tm glad I got to present my poster at URAC because 

I gained positive feedback about my research. It was a 
great opportunity because I got to present on a topic 
that I’m very passionate about,” said Jess Schweitzer, a 
senior public relations major.
